slate of qualified -- or full possible qualified
candidates could file and the election would be in the
districts, which would stem the influence of the machine.

MR, MILLER: Do I understand your thought
is that, in a particular county, it would be similar
to the British Parliament, that a person could be
nominated that lived in one district, but the vote would
be solely in another district in that county?

DR. WINSLOW: PRight.

THE CFAIRMAN: Yes, I think that's the

question. The same procedure, T take it, that we have

adopted in the Article on Elective Franchise, I think

it's elective f;anchise. Mr. Della.

MR, DELLA: Just two points I wanted to
corment on, and I think thore will be plenty of money
floating around in the coming Constitutional Convention
election. I also belicve that the people are more aware
today of what is going on thrun they are given credit
for and I think if you just check over the peoople voting
on the question on the ballot, eleetion by election, they

aire boeouwing concerned, more aducated,
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
